R WILSON then rofe, and delivered a 

long and eloquent fpeech upon the princi- 

ples of the Foederal Conftitution propofed by the 

Jate Convention. The outlines oft this fpeech we 

fhall endeavour to lay before the public, as tending 

to reflect great light upon the interelting fubje@ now 
in general difcuffion. 
Mr Chairman and Fellow Citizens, . 

Having received the honour of an appointment 
to reprefent you in the late Convention, it is per- 
haps my duty to comply with the requeft of many 
gentlemen, whofe characters and judgments I fin- 
cerely refpeét, and who have urged, that this would 
be a proper occafion to tay before you. any informa. 
tion whith will ferve to explain and elucidate the | 
principles and arrangements of the Conttitution, 
that has been fabmitted to the confideration of the 
United States. I confefs that I am unprepared 
for fo extenfive and fo important a difquifizion ; 
but the infidious attempts which are clandeftinely 
and induftrioufly made to pervert and deftroy the 
new plan, induce me the more readily to engage in 
its defence ; and the impreflions of four months con- 
ftant attention.to the fubject have not been fo eafily 
effaced, as to leave me without an anfwer to the ob- 


It will be proper, however, before I enter into 
the refutaiton of the charges that are alledped, 
to mark the leading difcrimination between the Srate 
Conftitutions, and the Conftitution of the-United: 
States. When the people eftablithed the powers of; 
legiflation under their feparate governments, they 
invelted their reprefentatives with every right and 
authority which they did not in explicit terms re- 
ferve ; and therefore upon every qucition refpecting 
the jurifdi&ion of the Houfe of Affembly, if the 
frame of government is filent, the jarifdiftion is ef- 
ficient and compk::. But in delegating fcederal 
powers, another criterion was neceflurily introduced, 
and the congrefhonal authority is to be collected, 
Not from tacit implication, but from tlie pofitive 
grant exprefled in the inftrument of anion. Hence 
it is evident, that in the former cafe, every thing 
which is not referved-is given; but in the latter, 
the reverfe of the propofition prevails, and every 
thing which is not given, is referved. This diftine- 
tion being recagnized, will furnifh an anfwer to 
thofe who think the omifion of a bill of rights a 
defect in the propofed Conftiturton: for it would 
have been foperfiuous and abfurd to have ftipalared 
with a feederal body of oar own creation, that we 
fhould enjoy thofe privileges, of which w¢ are’ not 
divefted either by the intention or the att, that has 
brought shat body into exiftence. For inftance, the 
liberty of the prefs, which has been a copious 
fource of declamation and oppofition, what con- 
trou! can proceed from the feederal government to 
fhackle or deftroy that facred palladiam of national 
freedom ? If, indeed, a power fimilar to that which 
has been grauted for the regulation of conimerce, 
had been granted to regulate literary publicatiors, 
it would have been as neceffary to ftipulate thit 
the liberty of the prefs fhould be preferved invio- 
late, as that the impoft fhould be general in its ope+ 
ration. . With refpect likewife to the particular 
diftri@t of ten niiles; whichis to be made the feat -of 
foederal govetninent.. it. will undoubtedly be prope 
to obferve this pony rote tame as there the ‘Te- 
giflative power will exchufively lodged in the. 
Prefident, Senate, and Houfe of Reprefentatives of
